pressure, 

This layout cousists of an eight inch 
steel main from the river to the town, 
six inch steel laterals and four inch 
cross laserals, an 80ft.fifty thousend 
gall, steel tank, two 100 h.p, boilers | 
and one 50h.p, boiler, with pumping 
station capacity 500 gals, per minute,

An Old Chief Who Had Brought His 
Gun to the Blacksmith td Be Re- 
paired Recognized ths Similarity of 
the Coal to the “Flack Stome” of 
Vancouver Island and Led the 
White Men to the Nanaimo Fields. 


And as yet the mineral deposits of 
British Columbia have teen no more 
than scratched. Her coal deposits 
are the richest in that part of the 
continent lying west of ‘he Rocky 
Mountains. That means that British 
Columbia possesses the controlling 
element in the iitistrial life of the 
whole Pacific Coast ftegion of North 
America. 

And this suggests the remarkable 
story of the discovery of coal in Brit- 
ish Columbia. The story takes one 
back to the year 1840—the year of the 
Rebellion Losses Bill riots in Mont 
| real, when the Houses of Parcament 
were burned; when Canad. consisted 
of the upper and lower provinces; 
when the Maritime Provinces were 
separate colonies; when the central 
prairie west was a hunting ground of 
,the Hudson Bay Co.; and when the 
first Colonial Government on the Pa- 
cific coast, that of Vancouver Island, 
was set up.

was still the great power on the coast, 
hg as it was in the interior.

BERVING THE “COMPANY,” 


the Hudson Bay Corporation. 


Many men of note have served ths _ 
Hudson Bay Co. during its eventful | 
eareer. Probably the most prominent | 
of present-day Canadians who have 
spent a considerable portion of their 
lives in the company’s employ is Lord | 
Strathcona, the veteran High Com- , 
missioner of the Dominion in Lon- 
don, His connection with the great 
trading concern began as far back as | 
1838, when, as Donald Smith, he left | 
the United Kingdom to take up a jun- 
ior clerkship. On arriving in Canada 
he was almost at once sent to Labra- 
dor. His sterling ability was quiokly 
recognized, and he eventually became 
a resident governor of the company. 
While in Labrador he was threatened 
with snow-blindness, and had to drive 
several hundreds of miles through 
snow-carpeted forésts to the nearest 
doctor. The treatment he received 
saved his eyesight, but the return 
journey was even worse than the com- 
ing. His two half-breed guides perish- 
ed from exposure, and he himself was 
almost dead when he reached his 
post. 

The full story of the Hudson Bay 
Co. affords ample material for many a 
bulky volume. The adventures of its 
trappers, conflicts with Frenchmen 
and Indians, and the hardships en- | 
dured by its officials in traversing a 
country which in its pioneer days was 
inhospitable in the highest degree, are 
a storehouse of the sort of romance 
with which the early days of the 
British Empire were so plentifully 
adorned. Nor is this romance van- 
ished completely even in these less 
turbulent times. In the far northern 
wilds, which are penetrated by trap- 
pers in search of the furs demanded 
by the fashionable, a man still car- 
ries his life in his hands. Nature in 
its sternest aspect has to be faced in 
order that the fair shoulders of some 
leader of society may be decked out 
in the skins of the rare creatures of 
the Arctic forests. Yet the wild, free 
life of the woods continues to attract 
the class of man who feels cramped 
so long as he is unable to place ten 
miles between himself and the nearest 
of his fellows. It is no life for weak- 
lings, but those who adopt it would 
probably chafe exceedingly under any 
other conditions. 


Going Up—The Cost of Living. 

One would feel more complacent 
about it, regarding it as a struggle 
between the wholesaler and the mid- 
dleman, were it not for a sort of 
lady’s postscript to the report, in the 
form of a few pages on the subject of 
retail prices. The main feature of 
this part of the report is the promise 
on the part of the Deparment of La- 
bor of which is familiar to the readers 
of The Labor Gazette and to produce 
in relation to retail prices similar re- 
ports to those dealing with wholesale. 


| Meantime, a table is given of the ut- 


most value. It is the weekly budget 
of a typical family, so far as pur- 
chases of a number of everyday neces- 
saries are concerned. 

This typical family is of five mem- 
bers and has-an-ineome of $800. The 
budget covers 26 articles of food, to 
which rent, fuel, coal oil, starch, etc., 
are added. On these necessaries peo- 
ple spent in 1910 $12.10 and in 1911 
they had to spend $12.77, an increase 
of 67 cents, or +‘ the rate of $34.84 a 
year. That is, in 1910 these people 
had $170.80 to spend for clothes, amus- 
ments, doctors’ bills, books and other 
necessaries, but in 1911 they had only 
$135.96 for these purposes. It looks } 
as if these pecple were learning poor 
Wilkins Micawber’s lesson of the dif- 
ference between happiness and mis- 
ery,—the sum total was only one little 
shilling in Micawber’s case, and there 
are a great many shillings in $34.84. 
All the more likely is this typical 
Canadian family of 1911 to tind it bas 
slid below the line of happiness, or 
rather that the waters of the never- 
ending flood of Deficit have risen 
above the floor of their little dwelling. 

The eye of imagination looking 
through the formal windows of such 
a report as this upon prices, sees & 
new crisis in the wonderful drama of 
the everyday life of the average man.

Loose Flesh Beneath the Chin. 
When « person is naturally stout and 
the flesh is healthy and firm the wisest 
plan is nut to meddie with nature She 
intended you to be as you are, and 80 


to leave well enongh alone is best. 
However, if the flesh under the chin is 
soft and loose persistent treatment will 
make it firmer. 

‘Fo about four ounces of alcohol ada 
a baif teaspoonful of powdered alum. 
The chin should be baudaged with cot 
ton or soft cloths, wet with this sotu- 
tion several times daily. As little 
warm water as possible should be 
used on a soft chin, and whenever it 
is used plenty of cold applications 
should follow. It should always be 
remembered that beat has the tenden- 
cy to soften, while cold will hardens 
and make firm 

Carelessness Is one great reason why 
many girls and women have loose, 
baggy flesh In cleansing the skin no 
doubt they work well, but if the weath- 
er is the least bit raw or chilly they 
feel too cold to rinse the skin proper- 
ly, which should be done several times 
with cold water failure to give the 
skip this all important tonic soon 
causes it to become relaxed, soft and 
loose. Little ice bags may be laid or 
bandaged on loose flesh to belp in the 
process of hardening, and if made aft- 
er the following directions the extreme 
cold will be prevented from coming in 
contact with the skin, and only the 
cooled air will be felt:

and bandage on firmly to bold in place. 
lhe cold air will penetrate the flesh 
without the severe icy feeling. The 
flannel is responsible for this, while 
the oiled silk prevents the clothing 
from becoming wet. Althongh the tice 
will keep for some time in the little 
bags if made as directed, they may be 
changed and retilled frequently if de 
sired, 

Health and Beauty. 

Avoid eccentric shaping of the nails. 
Accentuated points and a high polish 
are considered evidences of ill breed- 
ing. Conservative shapes and polish 
are best. 

Violet water is almost an indispensa- 
ble article of the toilet on some dainty 
dressing tables. A good recipe tor tha 
fragrant and cooling iInxury is: Hs- 
sence of violet, four ounces; essence of 
cassis, one and one-half ounces; es 
sence of rose. one and one-half ounces; 
deodorized alcohol, two pints, rhis 
will be found fully as good as that on 
sale in the shops, and cousiderably less 
expensive.

Animal 
fats in creams should be avoided, as it 
is claimed that where there is a tend- 
ency to superfluous bair the animal 
fat increases it This may or may not 
be true. Cream should be rubbed well 
into the skin, left for some time, then 
rubbed off and the powder applied 
carefully.

Life Line Used. by Mountaineers 


The ropes used by Alpine clinibers 
is of special manufacture, combining 
as far as pessible the differing qual 
itfes of strength, flexibility and light- 
ness. Three qualities are in gen- 
eral use, being made from Sisal, Ital- 


ian and Manilla hemps respectively 
and occasionally, when cost is not a 
consideration, of silk. The latter, 
though very light and strong, is not 
so durable as the others. That 
which finds most favor among HBrit- 
ish mountaineers is known as Buck- 
ingham's Alpine rope; it is made of 
the best Manilla hemp. 

In the year 1864, Mr. McLeish re- 
calls a committee of the Alpine Club 
made tests upon a number of ropes 
suitable for mountaineering. Of the 
two that were approved one was made 
of Italian hemp and the other of Ma- 
nilla. They both had a breaking 
strain of two tons and sustained the 
weight of a twelve stone man after 
falling from @ height of ten feet. Non- 
mountaineers have sometimes consid- 
ered this insufficient, but it is highly 
problematical whether the human an- 
atomy could survive the suddén com- 
pression of a thin rope arising fiom 
any greater fall—-Fry'’s Magazine.
